DESERVES TO BE TAKEN CARE OF. 


N 


O wonder Secretary Gage was wated in New 


York when he retired from the treasury de- 


partment. He had shown his regard for New York 
financiers at the expense of the government in a 
manner that was distinctly profitable. 
His sale of 


the old custom-house was one of the most scandal- 
ous proceedings ever known. In 1899 he sold the 
building to the National City bank, of New York, 
for something over $3.000.000. The bank paid but 
little money. There was $15,000,000 or so. of gov- 
ernment funds on deposit there, and the president 
notified the secretary that the largest part of the 
purchase price was on deposit in. the bank to the 
credit of the government. The secretary did not 
draw it out and that went to swell the millions the 
bank already held. 
The bank paid $150,000 in 


cash. The remainder was a transfer of credits on 
its books. These millions have remained on depos- 
it in the bank and have been loaned at interest by 
the institution. The new custom house has not 
been completed and the government is occupying 
the old one, paying rent therefore to .he bank. The 
new building will not be completed till 1909, and 
the rent up to that time will cost the government 
$i,306.0^0. If the government money is allowed to 
remain in the bank the interest and rental together 
will have amounted to $2,612,000 the bank will owe 
the government just $553,000 on a transaction 
which congress had provided should not be com- 
pleted for less than $3,000,000. 
A wan who can

WILL TAKE NO ACTION.

CCORDING to the dispatches it is given out at 


Washington that the State department will 


not call the attention of the Dinish government to 
the charge that its representatives bribed newspa- 
pers, press associations and congressmen in effecting 
the sale of the Danish West India islands. 
The 


department it is said regards the charges as un- 
worthy of its attention by reason of insufficient ev- 
idence and obvious error in statements of alleged 
facts. 
It is perfectly aware that the Danish gov- 


ernment does not intend to pay one cent of the 
$500 ooo claimed by Christmas as his commission 
so that of course none of that money could be used 
to corrupt American newspapers and statesmen. 
Brown and McKinley. who are mentioned in the 
charges, make a positive denial. 
What ever may 


be the real facts in the case, nothing is likely vo 
come of the investigation. Bribery is always a hard 
thing to prove. It is not likely that Christmas, 
although he reported to his government, that he 
used money corruptly, will come to Washington to 
repeat the charge to a committee of congress.

In this 
way there can be no possible chance 
for a failure to fuse, nor la it to be 
supposed that the Joint convention will 
not have the honor, manhood and pa- 
triotism to act fairly and give each 
party a right and proper representation 
on the ticket. 


Both conventions will fcve'the same 


number of delegates, an'd in'my opin- 
ion that fact was determined on at the 
recent meeting of the Sliver and Dem- 
ocratic committees with a view to a 
joint convention at which and by which 
alone the ticket should be selected. 


No doubt the enemy will do all In 


their power to sow the seeds of dis- 
sension In our ranks, and If possible 
divide us, and their last chance now 
will be when the conventions meet In 
August. Let us keep a sharp lookout 
for the gold bugs, and always "beware 
of the Greeks bearing presents."
